President and Mrs. McKinley entertained 
the foreign Ambassadors and Ministers at 
dinner tonight. Six- 
ty-four covers were 
laid and the table was 
set in the inner cor- 
ridor of the White 
House, the state din- 
ing-room being too small to accommodate 
the large company present. A brilliant 
spectacle was presented by the superbly ap- 
pointed table and lavish floral decorations. 
Tall vases of white roses ornamented the 
center space, which was separated by 
mounds of orchids and designs of smaller 
vases of ping or bridemaid roses at each 
end. Other mounds of purple orchids were 
placed at the extreme end, and these were 
illuminated by tiny incandescent lamps in 
national colors. A cluster of roses was at 
the plates of the ladies and lilies of the 
valley for the men. Vines of smilax over- 
head outlined a cangpy and draped the 
chandeliers. Red tulips with hyacinths 
banked the mirror rests. The east room 
and smaller parlors were elaborately deco- 
rated with plants and flowers and thrown 
open, making a beautiful background for 
the scene. The strains of the Marine Band, 
which consisted of national and foreign airs, 
floated out from the conservatory, which 
was distant enough to make conversation 
pleasurable. 

The guests were the British Ambassador 
and Lady Pauncefote, the French Ambas- 
sador, M. Cambon; the German Ambassador, 
Baron Holleben; the Mexican Minister and 
Mme.

the duties incumbent on me as Justice of 
the Supreme Court according to the best of

There was another departure from the 
regular routine in the commission issued to 
Justice McKenna. Instead of bearing the 
great seal of the United States and the sig- 
nature of the Secretary of State, like the 
commissions of other officials of the gov- 
ernment, only the seal of the Department 
of Justice appears upon the parchment 
which Justice McKenna will treasure as an 
heirloom in his family. It is only in the 
case of the judiciary that this course is pur- 
sued, and until a few years ago Judges were 
awarded commissions by the State depart- 
ment the same as other employés of the 
government. It was decided, however, that 
as Justices of courts, Circuit and otherwise, 
came within the jurisdiction of the Depart- 
ment of Justice there was no necessity for 
requiring commissions to be issued by any 
other department.

Now 
however, the movement of gold from Eu- 
rope westward cannot be delayed longer, and 
several of the big gold importing houses 
began figuring today on bringing over the 
yellow metal that is owing to us in such 
abundance. Me 

As if London's indebtedness to us for 
wheat and other grains, as well as for manu- 
factured goods, had not been sufficient, there 
have been heavy purchases of stocks this 
week on account of the foreigners. These 
purchases were quickly reflected in the ex- 
change market, carrying the funds on the 
other side so far in excess of the demand for 
bills that the drop of today resulted. 

Discussing the extraordinary situation of 
the money market and the plethora of money 
in the banks, Henry Clews said: 

The rates for money abroad are so much 
higher than here that it is exceedingly prof- 
itable for us to lend our money in Europe. 
The leading banks of Germany are now pay- 
ing as high as 4% per cent on deficits. I 
know of my own knowledge of two loans of 
$2,000,000 each that have been made to two 
of the large German banks at that rate bya 
Chicago firm. I understand that at least 
$10,000,000 besides has alone been lent by 
Chicago banks to Europe. Boston is lend- 
ing $25,000,000 to Europe, and New. York 
$40,000,000, making nearly $80,000,000 in all. 

It is fair to assume that Europe owes this 
country at the present time at least $100,000,- 
000, which represents so much gold, or its 
equivalent, that can be drawn from Europe 
by this country at almost any time.” 

As a result of the great congestion of 


money at this center the Fourth National | 


Bank, of which J. Edward Simmons is the 
President, has reduced the rate of interest 
which it has been allowing on certain depos- 
its from 2 per cent to 14% per cent. It is an- 
ticipated that the action of the Fourth Na- 
tional Bank will be followed by other banks. 

According to the weekly statement of the 
associated banks’ issued on Saturday the 
banks had on deposit the enormous sum of 


the Yonkers as on the tug, it being far astern 
at the end of a hundred fathoms ot towline, 
and in the darkness it would be hardly

The men on the Halcyon, however, thought 
they saw something dark rise in the air a 
short distance in front of them and then dis- 
appear but a short time before the tug came 
up.

A far greater victory, from the standpoint 
of progress in the organized labor movement, 
is the concession of the eight-hour work day, 
with a uniform wage for day work through- 
out the several States represented. Other 
concessions, such as uniform screens, and 
the mine run system in Illinois, with a 
double standard in Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
and part of Indiana, were also granted by the 
miners, who frankly admitted on the floor 
of the convention that they had been given 
more than they expected at the hands of the 
operators. 

Another far-reaching result of the inter- 
state convention Will be the inauguration of 
a system of arbitration for the settlement of 
future disputes. District “ boards of con- 
ciliation ’’ will be provided for each field for 
the settlement of local grievances.“ State 
boards will dispose of matters affecting two 
or more fields, and an interstate board will 
adjust differences which may arise between 
the miners and operators of different States. 

Joint conventions of operators and miners 
will meet annually in January to fix wage 
scales and working agreements, and con- 
tracts will expire on April 1 of each year. 
The present working rules and wages WII 
remain in effect until pext April.

age. It passed the Chicago life-saving sta- 
tion at full speed and was soon lost to sight. 


Aground on the Bar. 
The next that was heard of the Duluth 
was when news came that it was hard and 
fast aground on the bar near St. Joseph, and 


likely, in the terrible sea that was running, 


to prove a total loss.. With this news came 
the cheering news that the crew was all 
safe. The life-saving crew, whose station is 
on the north side of the harbor and inside the 
breakwater, put out to render any assist- 
ance needed in rescuing the men on the 
steamer, but the tugs succeeded in bringing 
all the crew in in safety. 

The spot where the City of Duluth struck 
is the same dangerous sand bar at the mouth 


of the harbor on which it is supposed the 
ill-fated Chicora and its hapless crew went 
down three years ago almost to a day. It 
is one of the most dangerous and dreaded 
spots on the east shore and its exposed sit- 
uation in a west wind and the tortuous chan-

At 
this visit the preliminaries were arranged 
for a return visit by President Dolé to the 
White House, whither he said he would pro- 
ceed just as soon as he could change his 
clothes and get rid of the stains of travel. 
Just as the departments were closing, about

GOLD. STANDARD FOR INDIA. 


Lord George Hamilton Says Steps May 
Be Taken to Bring About 
the System. 


London, Jan. 26.—Lord George Hamilton, 
Secretary of State for India, speaking to- 
night at Chiswick, said he thought that dur- 
ing the course of the next twelve months 
the government might take steps to estab- 
lish a gold standard for India. 

Lord George Hamilton read a dispatch from 
the Indian government, stating that the 
revenue was coming in well, that the ex- 
penditure on the frontier war was much less 
than had been anticipated, and that the 
government expected to be able to meet 
without difficulty all disbursements for the 
present financial year, with the prospect cf 
a substantial surplus for next year’s pro- 
ceedings. 

Discussing India’s immense productive 
capacity, which he referred to as “ not yet 
fully developed, but capable of being de- 
veloped by an influx of idle British capital,“ 
Lord George Hamilton said: 

‘“‘ A stable exchange, attracting that cap- 
ital, could be secured either by international 
bimetallic arrangement or by India estab- 
lishing a gold standard. The result of the 
Wolcott mission showed that the former 
is impracticable; but the difficulties In the 
way of the gold standard are not so in- 
superable as some believe.“ 

His Lordship said he believed the home 
government could materially assist India 
in this matter; and he would venture the 
opinion that it would do India “ infinitely 
more good than any temporary loan of a 
million or two to meet the expenses of the 
frontier war.“

Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 26.~The contract for 
bullding a railroad from Telegraph Creek 
to Teslin Lake, leading from the head waters 
of the Stikeen to Dawson City, has been 
signed by McKenzie & Mann. The road is 
to be commenced at a point not yet decided 
upon near Glenora and run to Teslin Lake 
over a country not very difficult for railway 
construction. The distance. is about 130 
miles. 

The Canadian government has agreed with 
the contractors to give 25,000 acres of land 
per mile as a subsidy. “xt 

The railway will be completed in time to 
permit of supplies being sent into the Yukon 
before next winter sets in. Steamers are 
to run from Teslin Lake to Dawson City. 

Montreal, Que., Jan. 26.—[Special. }-—Gen- 
eral William Booth of the Salvation Army 
says the army is stronger than ever. Gen- 
eral Booth has in view the establishment 
of a colony in the Canadian northwest, and 
will dispatch a large detachment of Sal 
vationists (lads and lassies) to the Klondike 
next month.

SHAYNE TO BE ITS PRESIDENT. 


The Commercial association of

ity gone through with. 


Greeks Are in Line. 


New strength has been added to the inde- 
pendent movement, also, from another 
source, and from one which will draw direct- 
ly from the support that was given Alder- 
man Powers in the last campaign.

House Committee Views. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—At the execu- 
tive session of the Republican members of 
the House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency this afternoon the individual attitude 
of the members was polled. 

Mr. Walker favored a revision of the sys- 
tem which would take the cugency business 
from the government and furnish at once a 
banking on assets. He would not approve 
any plan materially differing from this, and 
in this policy would not necessarily cling tu 
his bill. 

Mr. Brosius of Pennsylvania was opposed 
to retiring the greenbacks and to banking on 
assets in any degree. 

Mr. Johnson of Indiana urged the gold 
standard, retirement of the greenbacks, 
eliminating the currency business from the 
Treasury, and issuing new circulation 
through national banks to take its place, 
and avoid contraction, the new circulation to 
be under national control. 

Mr. Van Voorhis of Ohio substantially 
agreed with Mr. Brosius, while Messrs. Mc- 
Cleary of Minnesota, Fowler of New Jersey, 
and Mitchell of New York had views along 
the lines of Mr. Johnson’s policy. 

Mr. Spalding of Michigan opposed a decc- 
laration for the gold standard in so many 
words and was not certain that he was wili- 
ing to have the greenbacks retired or to 
haye credit currency. 

r. Hill of Connecticut favored the men- 
etary commission bill, and practically agreed 
with Mr. Johnson. 

Mr. Prince of Illinois opposed the specific 
declaration for the gold standard and 
thought the retirement of greenbacks should 
be carefully dealt with and favored bank- 
ing on assets. 

Mr. Capron of Rhode Island approved al- 
lowing banks to extend circulation to the 
par value of their bonds, the incorporation 
of banks with stock, capital, and a dimin- 
ished tax on circulation. This, he believ2d, 
would pave the way for a more extensive 
curreney legislation in the future. 


Contributions Pour in from a 
Variety of Sources, 


PUBLIC WITH THE WORKERS. 


Fall River, Mass., Jan. 26.—[(Special.]— 
The cotton manufacturers of New Eng- 
land are lined up as solidly as the labor 
unions on the great battlefield at New Bed- 
ford. While the unions have kept their 
members at Fall River and the other im- 
portant points at work by their dictatorial 
power in order to provide sustenance for 
the strikers, the burden of carrying en a 
strike for the benefit of all New England 
milis will not fall upon the New Bedford 
companies alone. A combination of manu- 
f@cturers with headquarters ag Boston 
stands behind the mills at New Bedford. 
An assessment is being levied upon all the 
mills represented in the Manufacturers as- 
sociation which continue at work to re- 
coup the losses to the mills which are tied 
up by strikes. 

Two months ago, when the managers of 
the strong mills in Fail River determined to 
force a reduction in wages, overtures were 
made to the manufacturers throughout the 
New Engiand mill region to join in the 
movement. The first appeals met with no 
greit response. As soon as the threatened 
cut in wages was announced in Fall River 
the labor leaders took alarm, and public- 
ly determined to make their fight in New 
Bedford, where the mills were certain to 
follow Fall River's lead. The labor leaders’ 
tactics were masterly and would have suc- 
ceeded had not the combination of manu- 
facturers thwarted it by a remarkable coup. 
Some of the New Bedford miil owners ob- 
jected most strenuously to being put in the 
forefront of the fight for the general benefit 
ot all New England mills. They were fac- 
ing a heavy loss, with the sole result of 
keeping the strike out of Fall River. They 
had orders ahead that could be filled at a 
fair profit with the ole wage scale. They 
were on the point of taking down the no- 
tices for the reduction of wages when the 
Manufacturers’ association stepped in. An 
ample guarantee from the mills at work to 
share the losses of those that were idle on 
account of strikes was given. 


Threatened Break Is Avoided. 


The threatened break was avoided by this 
action, and the operators of New Bedford 
were all kept in line. They are now taking 
things easy, waiting for starvation to win 
the battle for them. This is going to take 
far more time than the manufacturers’ com- 
bination had figured upon. The widespread 
attention the New Bedford strike has at- 
tracted is bringing more financial aid. to 
the strikers than has ever before been given 
in a cotton mill strike. It so happens that 
the country is otherwise free from labor 
troubles. All the great labor unions are ina 
more prosperous condition, with their mem- 
bers all employed at higher wages than 
since*the panic of 1893. Contrasted with

Pub- 
lic sentiment in favor of the strikers is so 
strong in New Bedford it is taking care of the 
needy in a way never before attempted. 

A good share of the taxes to pay for this 
aid must be borne by the mills and their 
stockholders, and then every union operative 
at work must pay a weekly assessment to 
the strikers. It is a strange state of things 
where all mills at work pay double to eup- 


‘port this one strike, the manufacturers'pay- 


ing an assessment to the New Bedford mill- 
owners and their employés paying another 
assessment to the strikers. It has become 
a question of who wil! first get tired. There 
the mills have the better of it by long odds. 
The strike, now ten days old, will soon be- 
come an old story. The union assessments, 
paid from wages barely sufficient for ex- 
istence, will become burdensome. Outside 
aid will fall off, and the taxpayers of New 
Bedford, now moved by sympathy with the 
justice of the strike, will be appalled at the 
enormous addition to the tax rolls. Senti- 
ment will be subdued by business. All this 
time the manufacturers, reaping a net profit 
from the cut in wages above the amount of 
their assessment for the New Bedford mills, 
are quite content to let the strike take its 
course. While it is going on they are free 
from trouble at home. i‘ 


Alien Spinners Take Part. 


It is on these accounts that there are no 
new developments in the cotton operatives’ 
strikes today. There will be none until at 
last the lack of support drives the 9.000 
operatives at New Bedford back to the mills. 
On the labor side one great source of con- 
fidence has been that the French-Canadians 
and Portuguese, who have always fought 
shy of the unions, have been joining in large 
numbers, both at New Bedford and Fall 
River. There are 25,000 French-Canadians 
in Fall River alone. For two months they 
have been joining the unions in droves. 
They are an obstinate class and when they 
are in thé union they are there to stay. 
In past labor troubles they have held out 
and gone back to work at the first oppor- 
tunity. They lead a queer life, marrying 
young and continuing, both husband and 
wife, to work in the mills. 

Several families will club together and 
hire some old woman to care for the chil- 
dren at home,and the men and women keep 
on at the mills. Sometimes the old house- 
keepers will have five or six broods of chil- 
dren on their hands while the parents are 
at work. Small wages go a long ways with 
them, but as a class they rebelled at the 
last cut and all are ready to strike. So 
rampant is the strike spirit here that it 
breaks out every day in new spots, where 
there is not the slightest chance of winning. 
The workers get so disgusted with what 
they are earning that they quit. Their ac- 
tion has hardly the dignity ofa strike. They 
quit ten or fifteen at a time, generally from 
the same room. As a rule they do not go 
back. Many of them are leaving the milis 
for good to seek other kinds of employment. 
Many more are returning to their native 
lands. 


Unions Growing in Strength. 


All the unions are twice as strong as they 
were at the beginning of the year in member- 
ship. What the future is to be with the 
unions depends on New Bedford. A victory 
there for even a compromise at a 5 per 
cent reduction in wages will change the 
labor issue throughout New England. 
Foreign orders fur cotton goods continue to 
be taken by the Fall River milis. This 
trade will reach a respectable figure if it is 
not interrupted by a stoppage of work with- 
in six months. The manufacturers say 
American cotton goods will be found in 
every important market hitherto supplied 
by England. Although the cut in wages 
was said to be due to a surplus of stock, 
every mill in Fall River is now being run 
to the limit permitted by the Massachusetts 
law for the employment of workmen. 

“ We do not want foreign markets at the 
expense of our working people,“ a ‘abor 
union official said to the representative ot 
Tux Trisuxe today. “We want higher 
wages than we are getting, foreign market 
or not. You may think we are not going to 
win at New Bedford, because we have not 
won a strike in twenty years. I tell you we 
have not been in the position we are now 
in tor twenty years. We? never had the 


money, to begin with, nor the support of 


other unions that we have. We never had 
the foreign element with us as it is now. 
We never had higher wages in other in- 
dustries to keep out those who would take 
We are going to win and then 
are going to get back our wages in 
. As Fall River goes, so is all the

STILL HEARING LINDBLOM CASE. 


W. C. Crolius, for the Defense, Contra- 
dicts the Testimony of Lawrence 
Kennedy, the Railway Man. 


The Board of Trade directors went into ad- 
journed session at 3 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon on the Lindblom case, and with only 
brief respite for dinner worked far into the 
night in an attempt to ascertain whether 
or not the charges of bucket shopping filed 
by John Hill Jr. were founded on fact. 
Shortly after 10 o’clock an adjournment was 
taken until 3 o’clock Friday afternoon. 

H. D. Russell and Thomas Chick, witnesses 
with whom the prosecution did not finish on 
Tuesday, were recalled. W. C. Crolius, the 
star witness for the defense, took the stand 
immediately after Mr. Chick. 

Mr. Crolius’ testimony was mainly a de- 


Mr. Halle was asked what was back of the 
request, inasmuch as the rolls of the School 
board were open to the inspection of any 
citizen. ; 

Mr. Halle replied that the reason of the 
request was obvious; that after the list was 
submitted the board would be asked if this 
was the official list. affirmative reply 
would have to be given and then in the future 
when any new employés’ were ee it 
would be necessary to have their names 
certified to by the Civil Service commission 
before they could get any money from the 
city. This meant the placing of all the 
School board employés outside of the teach- 
ers under the jurisdiction of the Civil Serv- 
ice commission. 

Trustee Harris moved that the lists be 
submitted. There were only two negative 
votes—those of Trustees Gallagher and 
Gresham. 

The financial report of Auditor George G. 
Custer quickly knocked in the head the hopes 
of those teachers who thought to have their 
salaries raised this year. The gist of Mr. 
Custer’s report was to the effect that if the 
additional expense of $224,000 necessary to 
start the new scheme was adopted it would 
mean a deficit of $518,065 instead of a sur- 
plus at the end of the year. 

The auditor estimated that the total avail- 
able funds for 1898 and 1899 would be 
$6,141,608, and the total expense 86.077, 094, 
leaving a balance of $64,509. The Balance 
would be converted into a heavy deficit: if 
the raise in salary scheme was adopted. 
There was no comment on this report nor 
was the subject of a raise in salaries brought 
up, though from the temper of a ma- 
jority of members it could be seen that 
there would be great hostility to any inno- 
vations along the salary line. 

Six music teachers were the first to feel 
the board’s opposition to either special or 
general raise in salaries. These six teachers 
have claimed they were excluded from the 
general rules of the board, which allow an 
increase of salary according to the years of 
service, but their appeals have failed. The 
resolution in their behalf was called up, and 
Trustee Strong made a speech in their favor. 
But it had no effect. Dr. Harper announced 
that this was no time to be increasing sal- 
aries either specially cr generally. Others 
spoke along the same line. When the vote 
was finally taken there were eight votes 
against the increase to seven for it. 


Oriticise Manager Guilford. 


Trustee Gallagher had a bone to pick with 
Business Manager John A. Guilford. Sev- 
eral weeks ago Mr. Guilford asked that 
John J. McGrady, Inspector of Schools on 
the South Side, be promoted to Inspector of 
Schools for the whole city, and that Frank 
Pieters be transferred to Mr. McGrady’s 
place. Mr. Guilford also explained that the 
city workshop had grown greatly, and that 
there was much need for an additional force 
of mechanics. He asked for thirty-two new 
men. Mr. Guilford’s plea in brief was that 
the business was getting too big for the 
force at his command, and that there would 
have to be some readjustment of ronditions, 

Mr. Gallagher said that he had no fault to 
find with Mr. Guilford personally, as he pre- 
sumed the business manager had been with 
the city long enough to know what he wanted 
and what he did not want. But he did object 
to Mr. Guilford’s presumption in naming 
the people whom he wanted for certain 
places.

THE TELLER RESOLUTION. 

The debate in the Senate Tuesday on the 
Teller-Matthews resolution shows plainly 
that its advocates interpret it as a demand 
for the free coinage of silver. Should it be 
adopted they wifi declare that a majority 
of the Senators favor that policy. 

Senator Allison, who voted for the reso- 
lution twenty years ago, when it was orig- 
inally introduced by Senator Matthews, 
stated in the course of the debate that it 
did not mean at that time the free ccinage of 
silver, and called on Vest to say whether 
the Bland-Allison law was not a substantial 
compliance with the request of the resolu- 
tion for a restoration of the coinage of sil- 
ver. 

Senator Vest evaded the question. He 
had contended on a previous occasion that 
there was no reason why those who had 
supported the resolution twenty years ago 
, Should not do so today. Had he answered 
Senator Allison’s question he would have 
been forced to admit that the conditions of 
1878 and 1898 were very dissimilar. 

The Senator from Missouri declared 
openly that the pending resolution called for 
the free coinage of silver, and then con- 
tended that he was a bimetallist and 
that those who called him a silver mono- 
metallist did him wrong. He asserted also 
that opening the mints to the free coinage 
of silver would not be in violation of the 


onstrate that under free coinage the price 
of silver would rise to its former vnlue. 

Neither Vest nor any other man can dem- 
onstrate that. But it has been demonstrated 
that the gold price of silver would advance 
only a few cents an ounce at the most, and 
that advance would not be permanent. 
Therefore whoever favors the free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 is a silver 
monometallist, and not a bimetallist. 

When the silver monometallist, Vest, de- 
mands as he does that free coinage silver 
dollars shall be used by the government 
in the payment of its bonds, he demands 
something which would be in violation of 
the public honor, .because every creditor of 
the government would get only 40 per cent 
of what was due him. 


CHICAGO CLEARINGS. 

On another page are printed comparative 
tables of Board of Trade clearings for each 
month of 1897. The tigures show an enor- 
mous increase during the mouth of Au- 

gust; and business for the last five months 
shows steady gains over the first seven 
months. The total for the year reaches the 
remarkable total of $80,399,901.25. 

These Board of Trade clearings repre- 
sent a larger volume of transactions than 
do corresponding bank clearings. On the 
Board of Trade Clearing-House only the 
aggregate of final differences is included in 
the totals for each day, while at the bank 
clearing-houses all differences are included 
in the figures. On the Board of Trade the 
same 5,000 bushels of wheat may pass 
around the pit and change ownership any 
number of times. The large portion of 
such transactions may be settled direct 
when the trading cards of one firm show 
sales or purchases of corresponding deliv- 
erles which will cancel or offset sales or 
purchases shéwn on the cards of the other. 
“ Ring” settlements may also be made by 
matching ‘corresponding trades among 
three, four, or more concerns. The fina!

of the whole volume of transactions, and 
the balances or cash necessary to be paid 
on the enormous volume of trades cleared 
are reduced to a minimum. 

Were it not for the Board. of Trade 
Clearing-Houst in this city Chicago would 
each week show in its record of bank clear- 
ings an easy lead over every city in the 
country except, New York and the lead of 
that city would be greatly reduced. About 
80 per cent of the money transactions of 
New York shown in the clearings of the 
banks of that city, which are about two- 
thirds of the clearings of the whole coun- 
try, are represented in speculative transfers 
of stocks on the Stock Exchange, which 
has no clearing-house of its own, as does 
the Chicago Board of Trade. The clear- 
ings shown in the weekly statements from 
Boston and also !nclude the 
38 ns of the chief exchangés of those 

Another circumstance which makes Chi- 
cago bank clearings show some seeming 
disparity as compared with New York and 


Boston is that the inter clearings ” in this 


city are a big, silent proportion of its clear- 


ing totals.

of Trade clearings also are now showing 
regular increases, it would seem that the 
real business of Chicago is eclipsing to some 
extent the pretensions of its financial rivals 
in the Hast. 


A VAIN APPEAL TO THE PEOPLE. 

C. Stuart Patterson, one of the members 
of the Monetary commission, informed the 
Indianapolis convention ‘Tuesday that— 

We advise such modifications of the national 
bank system as will bring into its membership 
the strong State banks, will offer inducements 
for the issue of a bank note currency which shall 
be as adequately secured as the existing bank note 
currency, and which shall possess expansiveness 
within the limits of safety. 

Mr. Patterson is of the opinion that.the 
Monetary commission scheme will make it 
so profitable for banks to issue notes that 
the State banks will be induced to become 
national banks, and go into the note-issuing 
business as far as the law allows. Doubt- 
less he is correct in that. 

But he is not correct in his statement that 
those notes will be as adequately secured 
as the present issues are. The latter are 
secured by government bonds deposited in 
the Treasury, where no thievish bank Presi- 
dent or cashier can get hold of them. ‘The 
note holders are safe, no matter what hap- 
pens. 

It is proposed, however, to allow the 
banks to issue notes not secured by bonds, 
but which are made a first lien on the as- 
sets of the bank. Those assets are at the 
mercy of dishonest or incompetent bank of- 
ficers, and yet the advocates of the Mone- 
tary commission plan contend that their 
method of securing note holders is as secure 
as the present method. 

It is assumed that the banks will make 
considerable money out of the privilege of 
supplying the people with paper money, 
which it is proposed to confer on them. 
But since there is money in that privilege 
why should not the government--that is 
the people—have that money instead of the 
banks? 

In order to clear the way for a profitable 
bank circulation and tempt State banks to 
become national banks and swell the 
volume of that circulation, the greenbacks 
are to be funded into interest-bearing bonds 


and over 13 millions a year added to the 


permanent expenses of the government. Is 
not that favoring the banks a little too 
much? 

This is the platform on which Mr. Pat- 
terson proposes to go before the people. He 
told the convention that— 

An appeal must now be taken from the servants 
at Washington to the masters in their homes on 
the hills, in the valleys, on the plains, and in the 
towns of this great land, and you must prosecute 
that.appeal. 

Let them take their appeal. It will avail 
them nothing. The people never will con- 
sent to the funding of the greenbacks which 


bear no interest into bonds which will bear 


interest. Nor will they consent to an ex- 
pansive bank note currency secured by as- 
sets which belong to depositors. 


NEW YORK PRESTIGE AT STAKE. 

The Eastern pool, otherwise known as 
the Joint Traffic association, seems to be 
making some desperately blind efforts to 
ruin the Northwest as well as Northern 
export cities, and at the same time very 
foolishly to lose business for its own lines 
by allowing Southern competitors to build 
up increased facilities for handling grain 
and merchandise, thus permauently re- 
moving the business from the Cities of Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, Duluth, Detroit, Toledo. 
Cleveland, Buffalo, New York, Boston, and 
Philadelphia. The so-called, Southern 
roads have for the last three or four years 
been taking advantage of the s*upidity on 
the part of the Central Traffic association, 
which has for its managers a set of high- 
priced railroad officials who sit in their 
offices in New York City and decide among 
themselves whether they will change the 
course of the commerce of the West. On 
a few minutes’ consideration they can drive 
the grain business away from uny of the 
Western cities or they can make changes 
which will cause the merchandise to be 
handled via Southern ports and through 
Southern cities to the detriment of North- 
ern cities, They can ruin pr build up busi- 
ness centers as they see fit. 

A comparative statement of the corn, 
wheat, and flour exports from the principal 
ports of the United States is a significant 
commentary on the methpds which have 
been pursued by the Joint Traffic associa- 
tion. It is as follows: | |

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Up to two years ago New York was be- 
yond argument the leading point of ex- 
port. Its supremacy is more than threat- 
ened. The interests of Chicago and New 
York are identical. Chicago's supremacy 
as a grain market and New York’s suprem- 
acy as an export point stand or fall together. 
The arbitrary lighterage charge of 3 cents, 
which is maintained at New York, is suf- 
ficient alone to turn tens of millions of 
bushels of grain from New York. When to 
this. handicap is added a discriminating dif- 
ferential the wonder is that New York has 
any export trade in grain left. The apathy 
and indifference of the New York mer- 
chants and newspapers are simply incom- 
prehensible. The act of legislation by 
which New York adds to its area will by 
no means make good the millions of dollars 
of business which the traffic association is 
Giverting from it. 

The Joint Traffic association seems to 
have a special spite against all lake ports, 
and every recent move has been directly 
against the interests of these cities. It 
endeavors to establish regulations and 
rates which ‘will prohibit the lines which 
run from Buffalo to New York, Boston, and 
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Philadelphia from making reasonable 


rates in a desire to protect the lines be- 


tween Chicago and Buffalo. This is all 
done regardless of whether the lake ports 
lose the immense Western business natur- 
ally and legitimately tributary to them. 

The traffic association leaders are now 
in Washington and have been there for 
some time attempting the passage of the 
so-called pooling bill. The decision some 
time ago of the Supreme Court holding 
that pools were illegal rather staggered 
them for awhile, but they have since re- 
covered and are now as strong as ever and 
only awaiting the action of Congress in 
passing the pooling bill, which they feel 
confident their influence, will put through. 
They will then have absolute pewer, and 
all the efforts which Chicago and the other 
Northern cities make toward getting the 
changes desired will be of no avail. 

It is the opinion of the best posted West- 
ern railroad people that the trunk lines 
East are making a vital mistake, even 
from their own standpoint. All well- 
posted Western freight men say that in 
time the Southern facilities will be so in- 
creased that it will cause practically all 
the grain to go for export that way and mer- 
chandise to be returned. New York and 
the Eastern seaboard cities will thus lose 
a large proportion of their immense export 
and import trade. 
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TAXATION OF MORTGAGES. 

A letter from a correspondent in regard 
to Tun Trreune’s reply to Senator Tem- 
pleton’s letter advocating taxing mort- 
gages shows it was not clearly understood.. 
We shall try to make the point clearer. 

The supposed $5,000 which C loaned A at 
6 per cent and the like amount which he 
also loaned B are borrowed (in nearly all 
cases), to make betterments on A’s farm or 
to build a house on B’s lot in the town or 
city. As soon as the capital from C has 
been inyested by farmer B in buildings, 
drainage, fencing, young cattle, pigs, colts, 
or in any other tangible thing, and by the 
town borrower in a cottage and house 
furniture, the Assesssor comes along and 
puts them all down for taxation. ‘The 
$10,000 farm is now assessed with its new 
buildings and improvements $5,000 higher, 
which is the amount of the money bor- 
rowed from ©. The farm is now estimated 
to be worth $15,000. 

So the lot in the town valued at $10,000, 
after the $5,000 dwelling has been placed 
on it by the money borrowed from C, is 
promptly assessed as worth, including the 
furniture, $15,000, and B is taxed on that 
value thereafter. Thus all the borrowed 
money is assessed and taxed. But Senator 
Templeton and alleged financial statesmen 
are not satisfied but insist in assessing the 
$10,000 again. This is, done by assessing 
and taxing the two, beMg $5,000 each on 
the real estate of A and B. If that is done 
the lender C will insist on increasing his 
rate of interest enough at least to cover the 
tax levied on his security lien. The lender 
always does that, 

Who then pays this second tax on the 
borrowed money? 

Why, the borrower, of course. 

There are not many less than 100,000 
just such cases existing in Illinois all the 
time. Thousands of mortgages are being 
paid off every year—partly paid—and the 
remainder of what is due is extended sev- 
eral years longer, and other thousands of 
new liens are held as security for borrowed 
money, which is invested in improvements 
on the real estate or in something else and 
is promptly assessed and taxed; . 

According to the amendment proposed by 
Senator Templeton he wants the lender C 
also to be taxed on the $10,000 which he 
has parted with and no longer has in his 
possession, because he draws 6 per cent 
interest thereon, It would be right to tax 
him on the span of horses and carriage 
which he paid for with his interest money 
from A and the new furniture he bought 
with the interest received from B. 

Isn't that sort of taxation taking place all 
the time, and is it right and proper? But 
after his money has been loaned to A and B 
and invested by them in improvements and 
is taxed it is unjustifiable and outrageous 
to assess and tax it in the form of a lien 
and no longer in the hands of the lender. 
The lender, of course, will require the bor- 
rower to pay this second taxation on the | 
money loaned by adding it to bis rate of 
interest, multiplied into $20,000, for the 
purposes of taxation. He wants tc assess 
it as worth $10,000 for the purpose of taxa- 
tion after it has left C's possession, and 
also wants it assessed and taxed—the same 
capital—at $10,000 while used, enjoyed, and 
possessed by A and B. Is not that double 
taxation of the most palpable, unjust, and 
flagrant description?

THE VICIOUS SHIP CANAL SCHEME, 
Tun TRisune printed last week the re- 


ply of the “ West Side Business-Men’s as- 
sociation” to the sharp letter from Con- 
gressman Mann, scoring its proposition for 
a ship canal across the South Side near the 
line of Sixteenth street. 

That reply, though lengthy, did not men- 
tion the following serious objections to the 
scheme, The reason for the omission was 
that those objections are unanswerable. 

In the first place the men who are press- 
ing this ship canal scheme propose to sub- 
ject to an insufferable nuisance all the 
people of the South Division, Hyde Park, 
and Lake ¢lear down to the Calumet; all 
those in thé business district; and all thoxe 
residents 7 the North Division and Lake 
View who have occasion to go south of the

proposed canal. 

In the next place, who is to pay the 
enormous cost of the damages attending 
the condemnation of a strip of land 300 feet 
wide from the lake to the river? Who 
is to pay for the excavation of the chan- 
nel and the heavy piling for a distance of 
two miles, counting both sides? Who is 
to pay for the construction of an expensive 
outer harbor and the piers which will be 
needed to keep the entrance to the canal 
from filling up? i ts 

Who is to pay for the dozen or more great 
steel bridges which will be needed for the 
steam, elevated, and traction roads?

The promoters of the scheme fail to 
recognize the fact that the South Branch 
has been navigated since Chicago was laid 
out as a village nearly seventy years ago, 
und is declared navigable by act of Con- 
gress and is under the control of the gov- 
ernment, and cannot be closed and aban- 
doned without an dct,of Congress. The 
sections of Chicago, 75 per cent of it, which 
would be more damaged than benefited by 
closing the river and opening the pro- 
posed navigable channel, chiefly at their 
expense and to their perpetual injury, are 
not. likely to use their influence to have the 
suggested change made or to urge Con- 
gress to order the closing*of the South 
Branch of the river from Lake street to the 
Burlington road, 

Banning et al. speak of the “ depth of 
feeling of the citizens of the West Divis- 
ion in the matter of closing the bridges 
over the Chicago River between Lake 
street and Harrison street, and the strength 
this movement has gathered within the 
last few weeks,” and the numerous 
signatures for it—“ evidenced by 1,200 
names on their petition already.” How 
many of the 1,200 West-Siders advocating 
the construction of this proposed channel 
are willing to put their hands in their 
pockets and pay for it? Do they want 
those who will be injured to help pay forit? 
Is their depth of feeling stronger than 
the hostile feeling of the South-Siders 
opposed to the proposed ditch to be spanned 
by a dozen bridges—from the lake to the 
South Branch? Are their feelings and iuter- 
ests not to be taken into consideration? 
Banning & Co. make no mention of the 
serious fact that even if a great ship chan- 
nel were constructed from the lake to the 
South Branch at Sixteenth street or there- 
abouts the South Branch would still re- 
main to be widened, deepened, and straight- 
ened from there to the junction with the 
big channel west of Bridgeport. - Nothing 
then would be saved except the improve- 
ment of the link from Lake street to Six- 
teenth street. As a mere matter of expense 
it will cost five times as much to make the 
South Branch navigable by the method 
proposed by the Yerkes scheme to avoid 
lowering his tunnels as by following the 
natural navigable channel, where assist- 
ance may be obtained from Congress and 
the drainage district trustees, who have 
the right to levy taxes to enlarge the South 
Branch. 

The “ reviling” and “ belittling” of the 
West Side by the South and North Sides 
exists only in Mr. Banning’s imagination. 
The North Side has had its own river-cross- 
ing troubles as well as the West Division. 
But had there been no Chicago River with 
its South, West, and Northwest Branches, 
there would have been no Chicago laid out 
where it is. The city wonld have been 
erected down on the Calumet, where there 
are a lake harbor and a navigable river. 

The way to end this controversy is for 
Yerkes to lower his tunnels, so the main 
river and the South Branch may be deep- 
ened. The latter should be widened and 
first-class bascule bridges substituted for 
the present old-style bridges. These im- 
provements will benefit the “ West Bide 
Business-Men’s association far more than 
any ship canal from the lake to the South 
Branch.

The first time was dur- 
ing the late civil war, when, by the action 
of sundry Southern States, the unprofitable 
mail service carried on in that region was 
suspended. The second time was when, un- 
der the administration of Postmaster Gen- 
eral James, expenses were reduced so ma- 
terlally by cutting off the so-called star 
routes that the receipts of the department 
once more equaled its expenses. Ever since 
thet time the administration of the Post- 
office department has been characterized 
by extreme liberality and annual deficits. 

Liberality has not been confined to free 
delivery. Upon the motion of certain Con- 
gressmen, who were solicitous for the wel- 
fare of the small country newspapers, whose 
good will is more valuable to Congressmen 
than to anybody else, the postal regulations 
were changed so that such newspapers were 
free of circulation through the United States 
malls within the Umits of the county in 
which any such paper is printed. And, as if 
still further to emphasize the fact that Con- 
gress has postal facilities to give away, if 
not to burn, sample copies“ of newspa- 
pers and a great variety of fake publi- 
cations, alleged newspapers and magazines,

MEASURE ON THIRD READING. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, } 
Springfield, III., Jan. 26. 

The House revenue bill has got to third 
reading. It landed there about 7:30 to- 
night. An effort will be made to pass it to- 
morrow. Few if any Democrats will vote 


‘for it. The Republican steering commit- 


tee is summoning the absentees by wire in 
the hope of getting it through and sending 
it to the Senate tomorrow. | 

The bill in its present shape puts manu- 
facturing, newspaper printing, and mining 
companies, and companies organized for the 
purpose of breeding fine stock under the 
jurisdiction of the State Board of Equali- 
zation. An amendment to this effect was 
offered by Mr. Stoskopf of Stephenson. It 
was debated for some time and then adopt- 
ed by a vote of yeas 51 and nays 40. The 
Democrats furnished nearly all the affirm- 
ative votes and the negative votes came 
from the Republicans. 

Charley Allen voted for it, and so did 
Buckner, Fuller, Houghton, Payne, La 
Monte, Quanstrom, and Dave Revell, as a 
matter of course. Thiemann voted for it 
and so did Wilson. The gentleman last 
named got in an amendment earlier in the 
day, twisting the corporations on the ques- 
tion of making returns to the State Board 
of Equalization. It applies to all corpora- 
tions and it says that the person who mukes 
the affidavit as to the value of the property 
of the corporation shall enumerate the fran- 
chises owned and tell what they are worth. 
The State Board of Equalization has the 
power to increase the assessment if it wants 
to. Stoskopf made the fight for this prop- 
osition, but there are good grounds for the 
statement that he is not in sympathy with 
the amendment at all. 

—— 

The Democratic State Central committee 
determined weeks ago to make any revenue 
bill that stood a show of passago as objéc- 
tionable as possible. They want to dis- 
credit the Republicans, It is a well known 
fact that, in Presidential years particular- 
ly, the big manufacturing enterprises in 
Illinois and other States rally to the sup- 
port of the Republican party. It is to their 
interests to do so. The Democratic State 
Cenral committee soon caught on to the 
idea of the repeal of the law which 
allowed mining companiés to be taxed 
by the local assessors. They saw if they 
could get this done in the Legislature, where 
the Republicans have an abundance of 
power, and in a State with a Republican 
government, they would make a great polit- 
ical point. They went to work to bring 
this about, and appear to have accomplished 
it. In the Senate they have the codperation 
of some Senators who have been unmerci- 
fully lashed by the big newspapers. They 
got the same kind of help in the House. 
Some of the Republicans were so anxious 
to punish the newspapers for what had been 
said and written about them that they 
swallowed the bait, line and hook, and voted 
with the Democrats. The consequence is 
the Democrats are in high glee tonight. 
No amount of enlightening could make these 
Republicans see the Democratic position. 
They wanted to punish the newspapers, and 
they think they have done it. 

A few of the Cook County men who voted 
for the amendment in question, common 
men over on the Republican side, realize the 
mistake they made in this bill. Some of them 
were dead enough when the regular session 
adjourned. They are beyond hope of polit- 
ical resurrection now because they have lots 
of people of influence around their ears 
who will shelve them politically for all time. 
But here is the roll-call. Particular atten- 
tion is called to the hoble army of dodgers or 
absentees, fifty-seven in number. A greet 
many of them were on the floor of the House 
and could just as well have*voted against 
the proposition as not. No amount of per- 
suasion could induce them to go on record 
against the proposition. This roll-call, to- 
gether with several that were made at the 
regular session, will be filed away for future 
reference and most carefully preserved.

Eddie,’ it must be remembered, 
comes from Chicago, over Eighteenth street 
way and Center avenue. He said, in a rather 
sneering way, that the newspapers in Chi- 
cago had always treated him well, partic- 
ularly when he went in and “seen them” 
about the time he became a candidate for 
election to office. 

Shanahan made a speech against the 
amendment and he took the bold stand that 
it was actuated in the main by men who had 
been criticised by the papers for their official 
actions. 

Selby of Sangamon objected seriously to 
Shanahan's amendment, because it did not 
cover mining companies as well as printing 
and manufacturing organizations. He made 
a powerful speech against this amendment, 
saying it was unjust and that there was noth- 
ing right about it.

They got their 
votes for this purpose by assuring a lot of 
Senators who did not want to vote for the 
bill that it could not get through the House, 
and that the House would not stand for the 
principle of the Lundin amendment, which 
is identical with the Stoskopf proposition. 
They said the bill ought to be sent over to 
the other branch of the Legislature so that 
the Senate would be relieved of the re- 
sponsibility of the passage. Now the House 
has control of both bills. Some of the Re- 
publicans are saying: O, let's send this 
b..l over to the Senate and we will get it 
in conference committee and deprive it of 
some of its most obnoxious features.“ 

Quite a number of the Republicans even 
now declare they will not vote for it under 
any circumstances. They realize that in- 
stead of being a bill for the assessment and 
collection of taxes it has been turned into 
an engine of oppression and instrument for 
reaping petty malice and spite.

Quite a number of changes were made in 
this bill today.

BLIZZARD’S SWAY IS ENDED. 


Clear Weather Promised and Clean 
Streets Attained Down-Town— 
Havoc Along the Shore. 


The Texas-sent blizzard that held Chi- 
cago la its embrace for so many hours has 
spent its force, and the city is promised 
temporary respite. Professor Garriott says 
that for the next few days the temperature 
will gradually rise until “ winter resort 
temperature returns. The rise will not be 
sudden, and no sudden thaw wil fill the 
streets with slush and water. 

Yesterday was cold and dry, with a light 
northeast wind. Late in the afternoon the 
mercury began to move slowly upwards, 
Yegistering 17° above at 9 o'clock, and at 
midnight was 6° nearer the freezing mark. 
Today the temperature is expected to range 
between 25° and 30° above zero, where it will 
probably remain for thirty-six hours, when, 
it is again expected to move up a few de- 
grees., No snow or wind is in prospect. 

The aftermath of the blizzard presents 


a scene of wreckage along the lake shore 


from Windsor Park to South Chicago. 

At Seventy-seventh street the bathhouse 
and a portion of the Manhattan Beach pier 
were torn down. At Seventy-fifth street 
several sheds and booths of the Windsor 
Park Bathing company were demolished by 
the waves. 

In South Chicago the schooner J. M. Har- 
vey broke its lines and drifted down the 
river, colliding with the Lake Shore and 
Eastern railway bridge, and slightly dam- 
aging it.

„It our President means we have got to 
buy men who are owend by somebody else 
in order to protect ourselves, why you may 
count me out. I simply won’t do any such 
thing, nor will I contribute my money for 
that purpose.”’ 

Mr. Conkey explained that he had been 
misunderstood.

The Chicago River is now 
unnavigable for the modern large size lake 
vessels because: 


First— The navigable channel is not deep; | 


and 

“' Second—The draws of the bridges are not 
wide enough. 

It is a simple proposition to remedy these 
defects, The only difficulty about deepen- 
ing the channel is the lowering of the tun- 
nels used by the street car companies. Your 
fear about the mud oozing up in the river 
and shaking down the tall buildings is a 
mince pie aightmare. The removal of the 
center pliers of the bridges will make the 
river wide enough in almost every place 
north of Seventeenth street. This improve- 
ment of the river would’ not add any to 
the burdens of your division of the city. 
It would not interfere any with the rights 
or. business of people who are located along 
the present river. It is the sensible plan 
to take if the river is to be improved at all. 
No other part of the city is so much in- 
terested in continuing the commerce of the 
Chicago River as the West Division, but 
you now propose a plan which is utterly 
chimerical. While you generously ask me 
to take a ‘ broad view’ of the question you 
plainly show what is really hurting you 
when you compare the West Side to an eel, 
‘the fool varmint which wouldn't lie stilj 
and allow itself to be quietly skinned.’ 


Says Fault Is in Location. 

“This ‘skinning’ consists of the present 
swing bridges. You wish them removed be- 
cause they injure the West Side. You should 
remember that nature planted the West Side 
where it is and put a river between it and 
the South Side. I do not blame you for ob- 
jecting to the swing bridges, and I do not 
wonder that your citizens are constantly 
moving over into the Firt Congressional Dis- 
trict and into what must seem to them like 
paradise. What I object to is that while 
you are urging me to take a broad view’ 
you are considering the matter from a purely 
selfish standpoint.

{fled in Well Drawn Characters— 

The Reformer, with Her Love tor 
Netoriety and Control, Plays a 
Large Part in the Dramatic Tale. 


SHORT novel in 
verse, with some un- 
usual elements of 
strength, has been 
issued by Ella 
Wheeler Wilcox 
through the press of 
the W. B. Conkey 
company of this 
city. Its title is 
“Three Women,” 
and it portrays three 
distinct feminine 
types — the cold- 
blooded woman who 

\ cannot love, the hot- 

Ella Wheeler Wilcox. blooded woman who 
loves not wisely but too well, and the 
modest domestic soul whose good qualities 
are passed by and trampled under foot by 
men in search of wives. 

In the course of the narrative these three 
women are drawn with lifelike distinctness 
and Mrs. Wilcox’s opinion about each is also 
set forth quite philosophically. Two men 
of opposite characters complete the persons 
of the drama and serve to bring forth the 
hidden faults and virtues of the women. The 
objectionable strain to be expected from the 


author of Poems of Passion crops up 


here and there in the book, but as it is toned 
down and appears only for legitimate pur- 
poses of character delineation it is nothing 
that need shock any save the unco guid.” 

Probably the worst thing in the book is 
‘Roger Montrose’s sneer at all womankind, 
which is.in perfect keeping with his cynica 
character: 

‘There are scores of good women today; 
Temptation has chanced not to wander their way. 
The devil has more than his lordship can do; 

He can't make the rounds, so some women keep 


true. 

But Roger changes his tune as well as his 
heart when he meets Mabel Lee, the girl 
whom his college chum, Maurice Somer- 
ville, has long worshiped at a distance 
Roger disregards the love of Maurice’s mod- 
est, home-making sister, Ruth Somerville, 
and wins away his friend’s sweetheart, 
thus starting a train of disaster for himself 
and for all the other characters in the story. 
Mrs. Wilcox has skillfully used the disap- 
pointed Ruth and Maurice to reveal the 
faults, respectively, of the woman and the 
man whose marriage has shattered their 
own romances. 

Mabel Lee has been the reformer and 
charity leader of her village, worshiped for 
her saintly works, ambitious, selfish, fond 
of commanding. She had no love to give 
any man, but. Roger’s wild wooing had 
fanned her love for herself to a glow.“ So 
when they had been married for awhile—— 

’ He stood at his goal 2 
As the arctic explorer may finally stand. 

To see all about him an ice-prisoned land, 
White, beautiful, useless. 

Instead of giving him her love, Roger’s 
_ wife proffered him piousceunsel. Instead of 
him a home, she carried the cares 
_ of all the women’s clubs. When their only 
child died—it was while the mother was on 
some mission as a ‘“ delegate ’’—Roger 
finally gave up and went to the city to 
drown his disappointment in drink. Then 

bel had a new role—that of neglected wife 
and “first leading lady in grief —and she 
began for the first time to take a real in-

The third woman enters the tale when the 
disappointed Roger meets the blooming 
widow, Mrs. Zoe Travers, and elopes with 
her from New York.

The story 
comes to a climax when Roger finally deserts 
Zoe as he had deserted Mabel, finding out- 
worn passion as revolting as icy indiffer- 
ence.

MATHEON CLUB SUPPORTS DAY NURS- 
ERY IN MILWAUKEE AVENUE. 


West Side Society Youngs Women, as 
Members of Mathcon Club, Vis 
Their Pet Philanthropy and Ar- 
range for Comfort of Little Tots 
Whose Mothers Must Work Through 
Poverty—Influence of Nursery Al- 


ready Noticeable. 
— — 


The members of the Matheon club, an as- 
sociation of West Side society young wom- 
en, are making an enviable record by he 
good work they are doing for the poor this 


the day nursery at Milwaukee avenue and 
Union street. 

This nursery was established last May as 
a department, of the Chicago Commons Set- 
tlement, but the entire expense of the char- 
ity is assumed by the Matheon young wom- 
en. The créche is situated in a thickly set- 
tled district of poor laboring people, and the 
urgent need of such an institution was long 
ago apparent to the members of the settle- 
ment, but they hesitated about opening it 
because they did not have the necessary 
funds to maintain such a branch, 

It became known to them that the mem- 
bers of the philanthropic department of the 
Matheon club were on the lookout for some 
worthy charity to work for, and the Chi- 
cago Commons Settlement workers immedi- 
ately submitted their project to the Philan- 
thropic committee of the club, which prompt- 
ly accepted it as its special work.. 

The Settlement committee then selected 
four little rooms in the upper story cf a 
frame building in Milwaukee avenue, cen- 
trally located in the district to be benefited, 
and the Matheon young women fitted them 
up with all things necessary. 

Then the settlement workers put a house- 
keeper and matron in charge, and invited 
the mothers of the district to leave their iit- 
tle ones there while they went out to their 
daily labors. 

The first room of the little suite is fur- 
nished with tiny beds where the sleepy midg- 
ets take their midday naps. The next is the 
general living room, in which is an attractive 
collection of gorgeous blocks, wonderful 
toys, and playthings dear to childish hearts. 
Here the little ones play happily together 
and pass the hours contentedly until the 
mothers come to take them home. The third 
room is fitted up for a Lilliputian dining- 
room. A long table that looks like a wide, 
low bench runs through the middle of the 
small room, and ranged around it are iittle 
red chairs. In this tiny café the tiny men 
and maids have their little dinners. The 
menu consists of cereals, fruits, and plenty 
of milk. It is served at noon and is eaten 
with a relish unknown to epicures. A fourth 
room, the kitchen, completes the little 
nenage. All is neat, clean, and as orderly 
as is possible with such a baby and toy shop 
combination. 

The nursery is opened early in the morn- 
ing,“ said Miss Heckenlively, the young 
matron of the erèche, and at 7 o’clock our 
charges begin to arrive. We do not care to 
take children over 6 years of age, but ve 
seldom refuse, especially if our refusal would 
compel the mother give up employment. 

“ You see our yotngest is only 10 months 
old.“ she said, leading the way to a little bed 
where lay a pretty baby in rosy slumber. 

The children look very neat,“ remarked 
a visitor. Do they come from their homes 
as clean and well clad as that?“ 

O, no,“ said the matron, most of them 
are sadly dirty little children when they ar- 
rive. The first thing we do is to give 
each one a warm bath, then we remove the 
home clothing, and put on clean clothing 
throughout. The neat little gingham gowns 
they are wearing belong to the nursery, and 
are a part of the outfit furnished by the 
Matheon club. At night, when the mothers 
come for them, we put on thir home clothes 
again.“ 

It is already to be seen that the nursery. 
has had a good influence with the mothers 
who have been benefited by it. They try to 
keep their homes neater and their children 
cleaner. 

The older children have a little program 
of kindergarten lessons to go through every 
morning. They sing simple Httle songs and 
go through exercises with blocks and beads. 
They are taught to be orderly, neat, and 
careful with their playthings, and to be kind 
and courteous to each other. This, also, has 
an influence for good in the poor homes they 
come from. 

In all this good work the Matheon club 
takes an active interest, and some of the 
young women visit the nursery regularly 
every week to watch its progress and ascer- 
tain its needs. 


MODERN JARNDYCE CASE ENDS. 


Litigation Over E. B. Ward’s Estate 
Settled, and but a Remnant 
Is Left. 


By the decision in the case of the heirs 
of Eber B. Ward of Detroit against the 
executor of the estate, O. W. Potter of this 
city, the widow, now Mrs. John Morrow 
of Toronto, and her two brothers, John B. 
and Thomas R. Lyon of this city, handed 
down by the Supreme Court of. Michigan 
on Tuesday, and printed in THe TrIsuNE 
of yesterday, in which the heirs were non- 
suited, one of the most celebrated and most 
bitterly contested will cases that has ever 
occupied the attention of the Western 
courts has been finally settled, and an estate 
that has been fought over for over twenty 
years will be divided between the widow 
and the children. 

The case is of peculiar interest from the 
fact that one of the heirs whose title to the 
estate has been sustained by the decision 
is no less a personage than the much-ad- 
vertised Princess de Chimay, who about a 
year ago created a sensation by falling in 
love and eloping with a fiddler. 

“The estate was worth less than the 
debts when we.took hold of it twenty years 
ago,“ said Thomas R. Lyon, yesterday, 
“and if it is worth anything today it is be- 
cause it has been carefully looked after. 
My sister, the widow of Ward, was entitled 
to all that was left after the debts were 
paid, as there was no residue for the other 
heirs. Instead, she insisted on settling 
something on them all. She carried out her 
dead husband’s wishes as far as the estate 
would allow, and once settled, we considered 
them settled for all time. I will not at- 
tempt to say what the estate is worth to- 
day, but itis worth something. It has taken 
twenty years, fifteen of which have been 
spent in litigation, to get it where it is today. 
When Mr. Ward died, the inventory of his 
estate showed stocks figured at thousands 
of dollars that were not worth $10. The 
estate was smaller than any one thought, 
and even in prosperous times it would have 
been ‘impossible to settle all the debts and 
bequests dollar for dollar.”

| MANUFACTURERS IN SESSION. 
Warner Miller Speaks for the Nicaragua 


Canal Project—Preparations for 
Pan-American Congress. 


New York, Jan. 26.—The third annual con- 
vention of the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers was continued today. A motion 
introduced by Warner Miller urging steps 
which would increase trade in the South 
and foreign trade and favoring the interna- 
tional banking bill now before Congress was 
referred to the Executive committee with 
instructions to report at the annual con- 
vention. 2 

Warner Miller spoke at some length on 
the benefits which would accrue through 
American control of the Nicaragua Canal. 
On motion of Delegate Smyth of South Caro- 
lina President Search’s report on the Nicara- 
gua Canal question was adopted as a whole. 
Other récommendations made by the Presi- 
dent took the same course. A committee, of 
which Charles Davis of Ohio was appointed 
chairman, was instructed to report at the 
next convention on the President’s recom- 
mendations regarding the reform of the 
consular service. 

The State taxation of foreign corporations 
was then taken up. Without having taken 
any definite action on the question, the con- 
vention, on reassembling for the afternoon, 
took up the question of patents and patent 
laws, Speaking on this question, Delegate 
W. . Carker, after reporting on behalf of 
the Committee on Patents, offered a resolu- 
tion asking the assistance of the associa- 
tion in urging the passage of two bills on 
the subject now pending in Congress. No 
specific action was taken. 

Delegate McDougall of Ohio discussed the 
matter of untaxed alcohol for the arts. 

The consensus of opinion on the entire sub- 
ject seemed to be to let the present tariff 
law alone. 

John H. Converse, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, submitted resolu- 
tions relative to the action of foreign manu- 
facturers in producing goods which they 
brang as American made and sell as such. 

The association, through this resolution, 
which was adopted, invites the attention 
of the President and Congress to this condi- 
tion of affairs, with the suggestion that all 
goods should be stamped with the seal of 
the country in which they are made. An- 
other resolution in favor of the establish- 
ment of the international banking system 
was also adopted, as was recommended by 
Delegate Miller at the morning session. 

President Search will appoint a committee 
of five menufacturers to cotperate with 
President McKinley in the entertainment of 
the Pan-American Congress, which will meet 
in Woshington in June next. 

A resolution urging the passage of the 
anti-scalping bill now before Congress was 
also adopted. 

The Committee on Metric Weights and 
Measures will, it was decided, report at the 
next convention.

TAKES AVOPE TODAY 


Senate to Act on the Teller- 
Matthews Resolution. 


SIX HOURS OF DEBATE. 


Argument and Oratory Instead 
of Hot Retort. 


TELLER PUT ON THE RACK. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—For more 
than six hours today the Senate had under 
discussion the Teller resolution providing 
that the government pay the principal and 
interest of the bonds of the United States 
in silver. By agreement the resolution and 
pending amendment are to be voted upon be- 
fore adjournment tomorrow. 

The debate today was devoid of the sensa- 
tional ‘incidents and acrimonious colloquies 
which characterized that of yesterday, but 
was replete with argument and oratory. The 
time was consumed by Mr. Teller [Sil., 
Colo. J, the author of the resolution, and 
Mr. Daniel [Dem., Va. J. who supported the 
resolution, and by Mr. Hoar [Rep., Mass.] 
a Mr. Platt [Rep., Conn.] in opposition 
to it. 

The debate was opened by Mr. Teller. He 
said he would permit no man to enkel him in 
honor or in good faith. He maintained that 
the existing contract concerning the money 
in which bonds of the United States were 
payable could not be changed without ac- 
tion of Congress—one of the parties to the 
contract—and that the government had a 
right to all the advantages the contract 
afforded it. 

Mr. Fairbanks asked Mr. Teller whether 
the present Secretary of the Treasury was 
now paying out only gold in liquidation of 
the bonded obligations of the government. 
“I have absolute information,“ said Mr. 
Fairbanks. that the administration is pay- 
ing the obligations I refer to in legal tender 
notes. On Jan. 1 $29,000,000 of bonds ma- 
tured, and I am informed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury that these bonds were paid 
not in gold, not in silver, but in legal tender 
notes.“ 

“If that be 80,“ said Mr. Teller, we 
might as well discontinue this debate and 
take a vote upon the pending resolution 
now.“ 

In response to a statement by Mr. Teller 
that 8202, 000, 000 of bonds were sold for the 
purpose of maintaining the gold standard, 
Mr. Gear [Ia.] said that it was well known 
that more than $200,000,000 of those bonds 
were sold to meet a deficit in the Treasury. 
This statement was flatly contradicted by 
the Colorado Senator, who maintained that 
there was no necessity for the sale of bonds 
to meet current expenses when there was 
plenty of silver to meet pressing obligations 
of the government. 

Mr. Lodge called attention to some state- 
ments in criticism of an amendment offered 
by him [Lodge] yesterday to the pending 
resolution. The amendment declared that 
the obligations of the United States should 
be paid in the money that is the highest 
money of the world, in gold, or its equiva- 
lent in gold, whether that be silver or paper.“ 
„ desire to know,“ said Mr. Lodge, what 
the Senator from Colorado thought of my 
amendment, because I copied it word for 
word from a speech made by the Senator, in 
which he declared that every dollar this gov- 
ernment owes will be paid in the money that 
is the highest money of the world, in gold, or 
its equivalent in gold, whether that be silver 
or paper.“ 

Mr. Teller replied that he had never advo- 
cated the payment of government obliga- 
tions in a depreciated currency and did not 
now. 

Mr. Hoar [Mass.] followed in a speech fn 
which he maintained that the question un- 
der discussion was not one of law, but one 
of honor and integrity. He said that the ad- 


vocates of the pending resolution maintained 


that by a crime the price of silver had been 
reduced until the silver in a dollar was worth 
only 44 cents, yet the same Senators who 
made the charge of that crime "’ advocated 
the payment of the government's obligations 
in this depreciated money—money that had 
been depreciated, as they claimed, by crime, 


CIVIL SERVICE REVELATIONS. 


Slipshod Way of Running the Commis- 
sion Under the Last Admin- 
istration. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—The Rev. E. 
D. Bailey, chief clerk of the Examiner's 
offiice, Civil Service commission, submitted 
some sensational testimony at today’s ses- 
sion of the Senate Civil Service Investigat- 
ing committee. It was a sequel to the 
charges made Monday of intimidation and 
interference by the commission with his 
testimony. He called attention to the bit- 
ter attack made on him then by President 
Proctor of the commission. He read a let- 
ter he had addressed to Theodore Roosevelt 
severely criticising the commission. This 
letter said in part: 

„The business of the commission is in 
the greatest confusion and is becoming more 
and more demoralized for want of intelli- 
gent management. Requisitions remain un- 
acted on for months, and many complaints 
are made by the departments of delays and 
annoyances detrimental to the service. In 
such cases temporary appointments were 
authorized and after ninety days made per- 
manent, although no rule exists permitting 
such actions. These requisitions probably 
cover several hundred places.“ 

The letter gave a number of instances in 
substantiation of the general statement. 
Continuing the letter said: 

„ Questionable appointments have been 80 
numerous that the rules have almost lost 
their force, and the alleged law of necessity 
is pregnant and a want of uniformity exists 
in all the business of the commission and 
the greatest uncertainty prevails. The sub- 
ordinates cannot do their work with con- 
fidence, because all precedents, practices, 
and principles are abandoned and new ones 
substituted. No reliable policy or line of ac- 
tion exists which can be relied on, and con- 
tradictory action is frequent. Under the re- 
cent administration four of the five officers 
of the commission were changed, bringing 
in now men, who lacked even the advantage 
of experience in the departmental service, 
some whose views were unfavorable to the 
civil service law and rules, with theories 
little less than hostile. They adopted rules 


to classify, in one lump, 30,000 new offices 


and utterly failed to provide to meet these 
needs.“ 1 


CARRIERS SAFE FR AWHILE. 


Chairman Loud of the Postoffice Com- 
mittee Allays the Fears of Metro- 
| «politan Congressmen. 


Washington, D. C., Jan: 26.—The House 
devoted another day to the consideration

HIS DEFENSE IS ENDED. 


LUETGERT TESTIMONY NOW PLACED 
BEFORE THE JURY. 


Probability That the Last of the Evi- 
dence Will Have Been Presented by 
Saturday Night—Ottoe Klatt Swears 
te Seeing a Woman on the Night of 
May 1 Who Might Have Been the 
Missing Wife—Louis Recalled to 
the Stand.

There may be another witness, F. J. 


Squib, a court stenographer, who took the. 


testimony in the last trial, and possibly 
some more “alibi’’ witnesses from out of 
town, though this is regarded as unlikely. 
The State will trains its gums on the de- 
tense's lines for probably two days. The 
defense will have an opportunity te combat 
the rebuttal testimony, but unless an un- 
reasonable amount of time is required for 
cross-examinations the last bit of evidence 
ought to be before the jury by Saturday 
night. 

Otto Klatt, a bookbinder, at 001 West 
Chicago avenue, testified to seeing a woman 
with a bundle under her arm crossing Her- 
mitage avenue, in front of the Luetgert 
home, about 11:15 o'clock on the night of 
May 1. Afterwards, when he learned that 
Mr. Luetgert lived at this place, he remem- 
bered that he heard the gate latch click a 
moment before he saw the woman. It was 
so dark he could see nothing of her features. 
In fact, he almost run the woman down 
with his wagon. Klatt said he was return- 
ing from Wilmette. He went westward in 
Diversey boulevard until he reached Her- 
mitage avenue, turned south to Wright- 
wood, and from there to Clybourn avenue, 
and went on Clybourn to Diversey again, 
going fully two miles out of his way, as 
was brought out on cross-examination.. He 
thought the woman weighed 115 or 120 
pounds. 

Theodore Arndt next testified that he saw 
Mrs. Luetgert on the way to Hinsdale on 
July 14. He met her in a Metropolitan 
Elevated train at Marsh@eld avenue and 
rode with her to West Forty-eightb street, 
where both made the journey together to 
the western suburb. They sat on the same 
seat and chatted for some time. The wom- 
an, who, he declared, strongly resembled the 
latest photograph of Mrs. Luetgert, con- 
tinued riding towards La Grange. 

Mrs. A. C. Thompson, Kewanee, IIL, told 
of meeting a woman who, she said, was 
much like the last photograph taken by 
Mrs. Luetgert, at Cedar Rapids, Ia. Mrs. 
Thompson saw a likeness of Mrs. Luetgert 
in a Chicago paper in November, and at 
once recognized the resemblance to ber vis- 
itor. Mrs. Thompson is an equestrienne. 

Henry Klatfer, 114 Wisconsin street, saw 
a woman about 5 feet 5 inches tall walking 
east in Grand avenue between June 10 and 
June 20. He thought she iooked like Mrs. 
Luetgert’s picture, which was shown him 
in court. 

Attorney Harmon stated that only lack 
of money prevented him from having a num- 
ber of alibi witnesses from other States. 
He hoped some of them would arrive by this 
morning, and Judge Gary promised to con- 
sider the question of hearing them if they 
arrived. 

Louis Luetgert was recalled and stated 
that-on Sunday, May 2, he found his and his 
brother’s banks broken open and their con- 
tents gone. i 

Dr. Clarence Rutherford, Mrs. Luetgert's 
physi¢ian, testified that in the six months 
prior to March, 1897, he found Mrs. Luetgert 
greatly worried over Elmer’s sickness. She 
was careworn, sad in countenance, and care- 

ss in dress.

The “Acting Captain ” complains that the 
reporters are finding out too much about 
what the police are doing, although some 
people have it that the inormation they are 
obtaining is more as to what the police are 
not doing,-and his especial cause of com- 
plaint is that when Representative Walleck 
was arrested the other day the newspapers 
printed the fact, greatly to the pain of the 
officers in charge of Central Station, who 
released their distinguished prisonef with 
abject apologies as soon as they discovered 
his identtty. Colleran says he will have his 
reporters’ cage ready by Feb. 1.
